The harvester company 
has a general freight office and accepts cer- 
tain kinds of commercial business, which

Technicalities Thefr Mainstay. 

For this reason the terminal road man- 
agers insist that they technically are within 
the law and that no rebates have been given 
or received in connection with the operation 
of their road which are not common to all 


|. shippers on their lines. 


In point of fact, of course, the Illinois 
Northern railroad and the Chicago, Lake 
Shore and Eastern line not only are owned 
absolutely by the trusts, but practically have 
no other business than to carry the traffic of 
the two big corporations. 

It is ‘admitted at the department of jus- 
tice, however, that the courts will have to 
decide whether or not the interstate com- 
merce commission was right in deciding that 
these excessive divisions of freight rates, 
covering as they do an enormous amount of 
traffic in and.out of-Chicago and ng 
from New York to the Rocky mountains, con- 
stitute an illegal rebate within the intent of 
a interstate commerce act and the Elkins 

W. 

The government ‘is much less sure of its 
ground, therefore, than in the case of the 
Santa Fé railroad when it granted its rebate 
to the Colorado Fuel and Iron company.

STREET CLEANING. 
Mr. Fox, the new superintendent of 
streets and alleys, says the appropriation 
for street, cleaning is not large enough. 
Everybody is aware of that. If there be a 
Chicagoan who thinks 1,300 miles of im- 
proved streets ought to be kept clean for 
$300,000 a year he should be sent to a kin- 
dergarten to begin his education. | 
The worst of it is that nobody ventures 
to set the day when the city will have more 
money for street cleaning purposes. Per- 
haps the next general assembly wil) enact 
legislation under the charter amendment 


but that will be more than two years hence. 
Nothing is gained by calling attention to 
the fact that New York spends over ten 
times as much for street cleaning as Chica- 
go does. It has the money—the taxable 
wealth—that justifies. the larger outlay. It 
will be some time before Chicago is rich 
enough to stand a yearly tax of $3,500,000 
to keep the streets clean. | 

While awaiting that blessed day all that 
can be done is to make the best possible use | 
of the small amount of money which is 
available, That is all which can be asked 
of the new superintendent of streets and 
alleys. If he can get considerably more 
work done than his predecessor he will meet 
all just demands. 

As Mr. Fox says: “ It is for the head of 
the department to do the best he can with 
the forces at his command.” Mr, Fox’s 
predecessor did not try to do that. While 
continually clamoring for a larger appro- 
priation he used for political as much as for 
street cleaning purposes the amount at his 
disposal. Political considerations regulated 
the employment of teams and pretty much 
everything else connected with the work.
